It has been stated in some papers 
that the towing of the Nigeria float- 
ing dry-dock from the Tyne to West 
Africa was a record performance of f 
its kind. This is not the case. The 
tow to West Africa was 4,500 miles, 
and .was accomplished by those 
famous Liverpool tugs Cruiser 
and Blazer. The longest tow by 
a tug on record is held by the 
Blazer, which ten years ago towed 
the Colombo trom Rio Janeiro to 
Genoa, а distance of about 5,500 
nautical miles, in fifty days. Another 
remarkable tow was that undertaken 
by the Cruser, which towed the 
steamer Indra from -India to 
Liverpool, a distance of 4,700 miles 
via the Suez Canal—and this without 
assistance during its progress through 
that waterway.

Aeroplane Flies over Water. 
- Charles Hamilton, the young Texas 
balloonist, flew into fame recently in 


Mr. Ludlow’s latest aeroplane, Air- | 


ship No. 4, in New York. 

The previous attempts to prove 
the man-carrying ability ‘of the 
aeroplane were made on land, with 
an automobile to run with the str'^g 
of the huge kite. The latest ex- 
periment had a "gn tug as the 
motive power, and Hamilton faced 
the prospect of a swim in the cold 
water of the North River with the 
same smiling courage that had dared 
the cobblestones of the shore. 

The ascent took place at the foot 
of West Seventy-ninth-street. 
aeroplane, which resembled in most 
particulars its sister “ships, ` was 
carried to the water front by an 
enthusiastic crowd of small boys and 
placed about two hundred feet from 
the water's edge. The inch rope 


which served as a string to the big | 


kite was carried on board the tug 
De Witt C. Ivins, and all was ready 
for the start. 

At last the word was given, and 
the tug started off at full speed, with 
a slack Наз which when taken up 
was to jerk the aeroplane inte the 
ат. Hamilton raised the front of 
the airship from the ground and 
stood waiting. ' 


For a moment it looked “as though | 


the machine would collide ' with a 


stone barge lying against the bank, | 


but at the critical moment a sharp 


gust of wind swept across the river | 


and the aeroplane leaped aloft like a 
thing alive. As the big. white 
creature soared inte ‘the air- the 
crowd lining the shore and Riverside 
Drive 
Hats and canes flew into the air, and 
Hamilton was cheered to the echo. 
He had no time. for acknowledgments, 


fcr the airship was making wild | 


swoops and threatening to capsize at 
any moment. Hamilton looked like 
a big spider in a huge wéb as he 
climbed swiftly from side to side t 
maintain equilibrium. 

Hamilton soon had his ship on an 
even keel аз. she shot rapidly up- 
ward and caught the full force of 
the wind. The tug was under full 
headway now, and, with seven 
hundred feet of line out. the white- 


winged machine sailed steadily up 
ward to an altitude of nearly five 
hurdred feet. Hamilton waved his 


handkerchief at the crowds and got 
another cheer.

The wide circle necessitated by 
the change of course caused the rope 
te slacken, and the aeroplane began 
at once to settle toward the river.
